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Britain Makes a Deal 


One of my correspondents ob- 
jects to some remarks I made 
recently about the Geneva con- 
ference. I said that Great Britain 
seemed much more interested in 
regaining her world trading posi- 
tion than she was in aiding the 
West to repel any further Soviet 
advances in Germany. I was not 
blaming Britain for her position, 
but I felt it was foolish for the 
United States to permit a so- 
called ally to form our foreign 
policy. 

My correspondent says that 


comments like this play into the 
hands of the Reds, because it 
helps them drive a wedge into 
the so-called Western alliance. 
Now, first of all, when I report 
on news and events on the 
foreign front, my chief interest 
is in how they affect the freedom 
and well-being of the United 
States. And American interests 
are not always best served by 
tying them up with British in- 
terests. More often than not, the 
very opposite is the case. 

As to playing into Russian 








hands by stating the facts about 
Britain, may I suggest that it is 
the British who drive a wedge 
between themselves and their 
allies when it suits their pur- 
pose. For instance, in the midst 
of the Geneva conference, it was 
announced that Britain had made 
a deal with the Soviet Union — a 
five-year pact — for sharply in- 
creased trade between England 
and Red Russia. This, of course, 
is Britain’s business. If she 
wants to make deals with the 
Reds, that’s up to her. But it 
illustrates perfectly the kind of 
trap we set for ourselves when 
we permit our foreign policy to 
be tied up with that of a Euro- 
pean ally. One of the bargaining 
points which we were counting 
on, to force the Reds to quit 


A New Trap 


There is still another trap 
being set for us at Geneva. It is 
an extremely dangerous one —and 
‘if we fall into it, we may never 
be able to climb out. It has to do 
with the testing and production 
of nuclear weapons — such things 
as atomic and hydrogen bombs 
and warheads. The American 
people have been bombarded with 
a terrific amount of propaganda 
on this subject. And they have 
been peculiarly susceptible to 


threatening West Berlin and West 
Germany, was stiffer restrictions 
on trade with Russia and her 
conquered countries. But Bri- 
tain’s new trade deal with the 
Reds has knocked the pins from 
under our delegates on that 
point. How can they threaten 
Khrushchev with a clamp-down 
on trade when he has in his poc- 
ket a five-year pact with Britain 
— our so-called great ally? 

The lesson in all this for 
Americans — and especially for 
American leaders ~is that they 
will never get anywhere in these 
international dealings until they 
think and act strictly and com- 
pletely in the interests of the 
United States. Any other course 
means continual trouble and 
entanglements. 


it. This is natural because, in 
the first place, the average 
American feels that the subject 
of nuclear weapons is a compli- 
cated one which is better left to 
the scientists. In the second 
place, because we are aware of 
the frightful destructive possi- 
bilfties of these weapons, many 
Americans feel something should 
be done to outlaw their use 
entirely. 

I am not going to get into a 
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discussion of the mechanics of 
nuclear weapons. I don’t know 
any moré about that than you 
do. But there is a matter of 
American policy involved in this 
subject. And it is of supreme im- 
portance that every citizen un- 
derstand the facts. They are 
really quite simple — and upon 
our understanding of them may 
depend our very existence. 

It may have escaped your 
attention, but for nearly seven 
months another conference has 
been going on in Geneva. Like 
the current foreign ministers’ con- 
ference, it is between delegates 
from various Western countries, 
including the United States, and 
the Soviet Union. The purpose of 
the conference is to reach an 


agreement — a treaty — which will 
put an end to any further testing 
of nuclear weapons. Why we ever 
got involved in this conference 
in the first place, I do not know, 
because at the bottom of it is a 
Red plan to fatally weaken the 
defense of the West, and particu- 
larly the United States. Due to 
the usual stalling tactics of the 
Soviet delegates, this conference 
was getting nowhere. Then, when 
the new foreign ministers’ con- 
ference began in Geneva, sud- 
denly the Reds agreed to adjourn 
the meeting on nuclear weapons 
until this coming week. They in- 
dicated that then, on resuming 
the talks, they might be ready to 
make at least a preliminary 
agreement which could later be 
completed at a summit confer- 
ence. So what we might wind up 
with is a summit conference 
which will bring forth a treaty 
to ban nuclear testing — and 
which could sound our death- 
knell. Here are the facts. 

First, we were softened up to 
consider banning any future tests 
to develop better and more ef- 
fective nuclear weapons, by 
horrendous tales of danger from 
fall-out from these tests. The 
fall-out, as you know, is the 
amount of radioactivity in the at- 
mosphere after an atomic or 
hydrogen firing. Soviet agents 








have been busy all over the 
world feeding terrible tales of 
fall-out dangers into the propa- 
ganda mills. This has had an 
effect,in spite of the assurances 
of competent scientists that the 
human race has always been sub- 
ject to much greater radioactivity 
from natural sources than has 


The Red Design 


Without going into a discus- 
sion of whether a ban on nuclear 
testing can be effectively po- 
liced (there is now great doubt 
about this), here is what the 
Reds have in mind. If they can 
get an asreement out of us not 
to test any more nuclear weap- 
ons, they know we will live up 
to the agreement. But will the 
Reds? Out of 52 agreements 
made by Russia in the last 30 
years, she has broken 50 of 
them. She knows that even if she 
does some secret testing, which 
is admittedly hard to detect, we 
won’t break our part of the agree- 
ment on vague or unprovable 
evidence. So Russia will be that 
muci: ahead. But here is what 
she really has in mind. 

Once American public opin- 
ion has been conditioned to a 
ban on nuclear testing, then it 
will be easy to put over the idea 


been generated by any of the 
tests. Some of the confusion is 
due to the fact that our own sci- 
entists are not all in agreement. 
But it is a strange thing that 
many of the scientists who join 
in the tales of terror about fall- 
out, also have a record of 
communist-front affiliations. 


that the use of nuclear weapons 
should be outlawed altogether. 
This will be the next treaty we 
will be inveigled into signing. 
Then what will be the position 
of the United States and the 
West versus the Red empire? It 
will mean, of course, a return to 
what are called ‘‘conventional”’ 
forces of offense and defense— 
the great mass armies of men 
which nuclear-weapon defense 
makes almost unnecessary. And 
from a military standpoint, this 
would elevate Soviet Russia to 
the greatest power in the world- 
because she would have the 
teeming populations of Russia, 
Red China and other conquered 
countries to draw on in numbers 
which the West cannot match. 

This is the Red design be 
hind rhe present effort to get us 
to agree to a ban on nuclear 
testing. It all began two years 


ago in Moscow. The Kremlin is- 
sued an order to its agents all 
over the world. The first part of 
the order told them to propagan- 
dize for a ban on nuclear 
testing. As we have seen, we 
are close to falling into that 


trap. The second part of the or- 
der told them to work for ban- 
ning the use of nuclear weapons. 
This: is the next trap Moscow 
has prepared for us. Are we go- 
ing to fall into both traps?

BOOK REVIEW 


Good Reading on Egypt and China 


NASSER OF EGYPT by Wilton 
Wynn, 213 pages, Arlington 
Books, Cambridge, Mass., $3.95. 
DECISION FOR CHINA, by Paul 
K. T. Sib, 262 pages, Regnery, 
Chicago, $4.50. 

Egypt in the Middle East, 
and China in the Far East, 
are still strange and remote 
places to many otherwise well- 
informed Americans. But in the 
tangled complexities of the 
modern world, over which the 
Red spectre casts its ominous 
shadow, it is essential, if we 
are to protect our own liberties, 
that we understand what is hap- 
pening in these far corners of 
the earth. 

Despite reams of newspaper 
and magazine copy, there is per- 
haps no other major spot about 
which Americans have been so 
misinformed as the Middle East, 
and particularly Egypt. Not that 
the truth has not been available. 
But so powerful and permeating 
has been the effect of Zionist 
onslaughts on writers like 
Alfred Lilienthal, Freda Utley, 
Fayez Sayegh and others when 
they tried to present the facts, 
that the ordinary American’s 
confusion is understandable. 


The Zionists, of course, cer- 
tainly have a right to present 
their case. But is it so poor a 
case that they cannot do it with- 
out smear, calumny and boycott? 

In any event, these weapons 
should have hard going against 
Wilton Wynn and his lively, ab- 
sorbing and authentic story of 
Egypt’s ‘‘strong man.’’ Wynn has 
been in the Middle East for 
nearly 15 years — as a professor 
of journalism at the American 
University in Cairo and, for the 
past nine years, as correspond- 
ent for the Associated Press. 
He knows the Arabs and the 
Arab world as few other Ameri- 
cans have been privileged to 
know them. The result, in 
NASSER OF EGYPT, is a very 
different picture of the striving 
of the Arab peoples toward na- 
tional identity and dignity 
(which at present is epitomized 
in the person of the Egyptian 
president) than we have re- 
ceived from propaganda-tinged 
sources. Mr. Wynn is primarily 
an excellent reporter. He does 
not overlook the debit side of 
Nasser’s character and acts. 
His book makes a balanced, 
and surprisingly exciting story. 





Dr. Sih’s DECISION FOR 
CHINA is subtitled ‘‘Communism 
or Christianity.’’ He is a Chinese 
and a convert to Catholicism. 
He believes he has an answer to 
the Red domination of his native 
land in which not just Catholics, 
but all Christian peoples would 
play the major role. Knowing so 
well the mores and aspirations 
of his people, we would do well 
to listen carefully, and heed, 
his plea. 

For Americans, there 
great deal to be learned in his 
account of the background of his 
country’s present plight. It was

the false prophets of the West— 
the John Deweys and the 
Bertrand Russells — who did so 
much to break down China’s old 
faith, during a period of so- 
called “intellectual revival.’’ 
But because these false 
prophets —to whom we, too, lis- 
tened too avidly — were pragmatic 
and amoral, they left ‘‘a spirit- 
ual vacuum’’ which is the 
perfect breeding ground for com- 
munist germs. 

Both these books are fac- 
tual, informative — and good 
reading.
